Under the policies already established, the 
national government, for many. years to come, will 
spend annually hundreds of millions of dollars for 
hospitalization, compensation, ‘vocational training and 
other forms of relief for its veterans. Many states

‘have passed special relief measures of their own, in- 


cluding the grant of cash bonuses, that have mater- 
ially added to what congress has done. 

The Republicans of the country have been as gen- 
erous in providing for the veteran soldiers as they 
were in voting ample sums for the prosecution of the 
war. No other participant in the war spent money so 
lavishly in training and equipping its troops and sup- 
porting them in the field.

The Pomona key station is located 


at the J, KE. Adamson ranch. 
Our method of making fore- 
casts for the outlying orchards 


has been to make what is called 
a ‘‘temperature survey,’’ estab- 
lishing stations as close together 
as it is possible to do with the 
limited number of instruments we 
have, and reading the tempera 
tures daily at each of these sta 
tions. In addition to this, we 
Lave been requesting individual 
fruit growers to furnish us with 
readings of their own thermo 
meters to supplement our read- 


ings. We have agreed to test 
each of the thermometers with 
which these readings are made, 


the thermometers in each case, 

After we have obtained 
ings of this kind through two or 
three seasons, we are able to plot 
the average low temperatures 
over the districts on maps, which 
show at a glance how the tem. 
perature varies over the district. 
When we have this information, 
we can tell pretty closely what 
the lowest temperature will be at 
cach orchard, from the averar 
variation from the ‘‘key’’ station 
temperature.

The same board of directors 
was re-elected, Messrs. Geo. G. 
Laidlaw, T. W.. Nisbet, G. H. 
Hall, T. R. Woodbridge, J. R. 
Johnstone, C. C.: Graber, E.R. 
Alter, L. E. Moser, and T. J. 
Cromer. 

The board of directors organ- 
ized with Geo. G. Laidlaw as 
president and T, W. Nisbet vice- 
president. F. M. Seott was ap- 
pointed as secretary, treasurer 
and manager. 

President’s Report 

I take pleasure in submitting 
to you a brief resume of the 
year’s business of your Com- 
pany, the eleventh since its or- 
ganization. Each succeeding sea- 
son in California carries with it 
its own peculiar problems and 
unusual conditions. This year 
was no exception. With a late 
hatch and a slow start we fumi- 
gated 3,725 acres of citrus orch- 
ards at an average cost of $34.84 
per acre or 4087 cents per tree. 
At the beginning of the season 
we established a wage seale of 
.50 per hour with .10 bonus pro- 
vided the men stayed throughout 
the season. We were ‘able to 
maintain the gangs at this price 
and later paid .60 with bonus 
which figure held the men on 
the job. We have added one 
Ford runabout to the equipment. 
70 36-foot tents, 65 41-foot, and 
60 45-foot tents.. We have also 
added a $500 addition to this 
building, and reduced the indebt- 
edness to the Building and Loan 
Association. by the usual $20.00 
per month payment. Javing 
aside $3,833.70 for depreciation, 
vour board ordered a refund on 
fumigation bills of 344 per cent 
of the total amount of the bill. 
Since the beginnig of the organ- 
ization we have carried on the 
books about 2,643 shares of de- 
linquent stock. By advice of 
attorney this was advertised and 
sold, 1,202 shares being sold to 
growers at an average of 58 
cents per share; 1,442 shares be- 
ing bid in by the company. We 
were further advised that an 
amendment to article nine of ovr 
by-laws was in all probability il- 
legal and should be rescinded 
in the manner proscribed, secur- 
consent of the 
holders of two-thirds of the sub- 
seribed stock. This vour board 
recommends to be done. Also 
your board recommends that we 
have a fixed amount for paving 
for trees killed in fumigation, 
the rate to be for trees from 
3 years old $7.00; 5 years old, 
410.00: 6 to 8. $15.00; 8 to 12, 
$20.00; 12 to ‘15, $25.00, and 15 
years or over, $30.00.
